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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 1 and 7-15 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable 
over Ronci et al. in view of King et al. 

There is disclosed in Ronci a frying device comprising: a vat 78 containing a 
volume of oil; a drive mechanism 22 including a guide bracket 20 connected to one side 
of the vat; a food compartment 38 connected to the drive mechanism and supported by 
the guide bracket; and a motor 70 connected to the food compartment. 

King discloses the use of plural food containers mounted in a food compartment 
for placement within an oil vat. 

It would have been obvious to one skilled in the art to provide the device of Ronci 
with plural food containers as taught by King, in order to cook different types of foods all 
at one time without mixing the food items together. 

Claims 2-6 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over the 
prior art as applied to claim 1 above, and further in view of Nett. 

Nett discloses a circulation line in connection with a cooking vat, the circulation 
line including a filter 16, a pump 19 and a heater 13, 25. 
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It would have been obvious to one skilled in the art to provide the device of 
Ronci, as modified by Grandi, with the oil circulation line, filter, pump and heater taught 
by Nett, in order to provide a continuous supply of fresh oil to the vat. 



The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. The patents to Grandi and Moore et al. are cited for their 
disclosure of the state of the art.
